Among other Binaggio properties, 
in partnership. with Gargotta, Lo- 
eoco, Snag Klein, and Eddie Osad- 
chey, was the Last Chance Tavern. 


The Last Chance was an intriguing 
establishment on the border be- 
tween Kansas and Missouri, with a 
thin wall right on the state line. 
When cops from one state would 
come to. "raid". it, the gamblers 
would shift over to the other side, 
and carry on. Cops from both states 
never seemed to arrive at me same 
time, 

Osadchey, Gargotta, Lococo, and 
Klein muscled in on Simon.

West Provides Electricity 

Electric current for both halves 
of the village. comes from the west 
zone side. Now an “international 
incident” ‘threatens a crisis: An 
electrician went. over to- repair 
Communist wires. He had obtained 
the necessary pass, but “‘People’s 
Police’ found two west zone marks 
- (about. fifty cents) in his pocket. 
For this “currency offense’’ he was 
‘jailed for two days. He says. that 
‘the’ next time the wires need re- 
ipair he won't be there. 


One asset still in western hands 
‘is. Peter, the village bull, Just as in 
ithe days when Moedlareuth was.a 
simple undivided village, the’ farm- 
,ers from across the creek are al- 
‘lowed to bring their cows ‘over tor 
breeding,

Mallard Duck 


If census takers’ could.’ count 
every duck in North. America, it 
is likely that would find more 
Mallards than. any other kind. 
There are tame ones on ‘farms 
and wild ones living in most parts 
of the continent. 

Wild .Mallards spend their 
summers from Alaska to Green- 
land and south as. far as’ Calif. 
and Virginia, In the winter, they 
liye in-he southern’ half of the 
United States, and down. into 
Mexico and, Central. America, 


‘With the ‘change. of — seasons, 
great -flocks of them take to the 


cali. They amaké boed= time’ on 
their journeys, ssy the National 
Wildlife Feredation, because they 
ean fly up: to: sixty” miles an hour. 
a While - “beating | their. 


lakes of ‘fresh water where they 
ean live and.find food. In - the 


“water they: get mosquito Jarvae, 


insects, snails; and shellfish. 


Around the edges they feed. on | 


the seeds and stems of plants.

“Among: the weeds and ‘bushes 
near the water, the . Mallards 
build nests of leaves anq-. grass, 
| with linings of dark gray.‘ down. 
When: her nesting place is ready, 
the female lays from six to. thir- 
teen. large eggs. The eggs 
be light greenish or gray-brown. 

After she sits on them for 26 
to 28 days, the.eggs- hatch. . The 
baby ducklings, - covered — with 
soft yellow down, quickly. learn 
to walk and swim, -.. 

‘As they grow, the youg birds 
begin ‘to look. more and .more 
like their. parents. The . females 
are mostly brown, with miarks of 
black, They have dull’ yellow 
bills and feet.“

ang necks, 


white collars, and 


purplq-brown. breasts,. They are. 


light gray underneath and dark- 
er on their backs, with a touch of 
blue in their wings. Their bills are 
yellow and their legs’ and - feet 
are, orange, : 

Mallards grow to be about 28 
inches long.. They weigh between 
3% and 4 pounds. The females 
are slightly smaller than the males: 
According to the National Wild- 
life. Federation, they. are among 
our most valuable wild ducks.
